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GHI Board, Staff Take First Look 


At Parcel 1 Options and Impact

At its regular Thursday 
evening meeting on January 
28, a principal item on the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
board's agenda was discus¬ 
sion of what position the 
housing cooperative should 
take with regard to possible 
development on Parcel 1, the 
large tract of wooded land 
which lies adjacent to GHI 
property and homes along 
Ridge Road. Other matters 
on the agenda were mainly 
informational, such as |a 
fourth-quarter staff report 
and a new member survey, 
or brief action items such as 
an issue of withdrawal of 
recognition agreements with 
non-active lenders. 

Parcel 1 

The manager's memorandum 
to the board described the back¬ 
ground of this issue which has 
been prominent at recent city 
council meetings. On December 
21, 1287, the city council voted 
to acquire “all or as much as 
possible" of Parcel 1, without 
at the time specifying a funding 
mechanism for the acquisition. 
This action was followed on 
January 12 by a city work ses¬ 
sion discussing capital improve¬ 


ment needs along with parkland 
acquisition. 

In the meantime, a developer 
has drafted a revised plan which 
proposes 166 singl-e-family 
homes for the tract, and has 
thereby raised several questions 
for the city: (a) First, does the 
city want to buy Parcel 1? (b) 
If not, could a (traffic) right-of- 
way to the development be gain¬ 
ed from Northway extended? 

(c) What would be the city's po¬ 
sition on supporting water and 
sewer lines to the development? 

(d) Will the city council support 
rezoning for the development? 

At its last meeting, the GHI 
board took no action on Parcel 1, 
but asked manager Ron Colton 
and his staff to define buffer 
strips along the tract between 
GHI property and the proposed 
development. The manager now 
displayed a map of the area with 
the streets and houses of the 
development superimposed. He 
indicated two areas he 
would recommend preserving as 
buffers: a triangular area at the 
intersection of Ridge Road with 
Laurel Hill Road, and a long 
crescent-shaped strip along 
Ridge Road starting from North¬ 
way. The first area was espe¬ 
cially not suitable for building 
on, he said, because of the local 
ground slope and likely impact 
on nearby GHI homes. 

On being presented with this 


staff picture and description, 
board members expressed a va¬ 
riety of reactions. Ray McCawl- 
ey first proposed that Colton re¬ 
lay the buffer suggestions to the 
city and to the developer, “as 
soon as possible," suggesting al¬ 
so that GHI might have to get 
into negotiations with the de¬ 
veloper to buy some of the land. 
Chuck Hess felt “This parcel 
shouldn't be developed at all" 
because of its historical value 
as well as for green space, as did 
Betty Deitch. Nancy Hutchins 
questioned how the developer 
could be induced to give up 30 
lots, which Colton indicated 
would be necessary to form the 
buffer areas, but thought “any¬ 
thing we got would be good." 

McCawley and Hogensen made 
tentative estimates of total cost 
for the city to acquire Parcel 1, 
as well as to fund the other pro¬ 
posed capital improvements. 
They commented that the orig¬ 
inal bond issue would not cov¬ 
er total expenditures so that the 
difference would have to come 
out of taxes. Alan Freas felt, 
“It's not practical to buy part 
of (Parcel 1) - it's all or none,” 
while Mac Wirick said it was 
premature to discuss the matter 
since the developer “doesn't own 
the land yet," Before following 
Freas' suggestion that further

Residents Invited to Join GATE 
To Learn to Create TV Programs

At an Open House held 
last Thursday in the Muni¬ 
cipal Building, Greenbelt Ac¬ 
cess Television Inc. (GATE) 
invited civic and church or¬ 
ganizations to become the 
producers of their own Cable 
TV programs. 

There are 75 to 80 ser¬ 
vice, social, civic and reli¬ 
gious organizations in Green¬ 
belt. “Each has a story to 
tell, each of you has a mes¬ 
sage you need to get out,” 
said Robert Zugby, presi¬ 
dent of GATE, before in¬ 
vited members of nine 
Greenbelt organizations and 
about 15 other citizens inter¬ 
ested in working on televi¬ 
sion productions. 

The goal and purpose of GA¬ 
TE is to train the citizens of 
Greenbelt and members of its 
service organizations to produce 
their own cable television pro¬ 
ductions. 


If an individual or group has 
an idea it wants to produce, GA¬ 
TE will help it consider what 
is involved in putting together 
a production. The group will 
work with members of GATE, 
each providing the talents and 
tools needed to bring it to com¬ 
pletion. Zugby expects that 
members from various organi¬ 
zations will come together to 
share their new knowledge of 
video production and that a pool 
of experience will form to serve 
the community. 

To become a member, an in¬ 
dividual must be a resident of 
Greenibelt, must be 13 years old 
or older, and must complete the 
two three-hour sessions for cer¬ 
tification by Prime Cable to use 
the camera equipment. There are 
no dues and the training is free. 
Currently there are around 30 
members. Each member is eli¬ 
gible to run for a seat on the 
board of directors, which is el¬ 
ected every year. 

Those who sign up for the 
training find it as much a social 
event as a learning experience, 
according to Kevin Wheatley, 
GATE board member. “It is just 
like taking your wife to the 


movies, only it's learning to 
make the movies," he said. 

GATE needs editors, writers, 
music, lighting and stage tech¬ 
nicians and anyone with creative 
ideas, said GATE Secretary 
Harry Baldauf, who heads the 
membership drive. He said he 
would be happy to come and talk 
with any organization about 
what services GATE can offer. 

Renee Bryan, vice president, 
emphasized that the group needs 
to show Prime Cable, the Pub¬ 
lic Access Committee and the 
City of Greenbelt that they can 
present a consistent block of 
programming in order to control 
a “block" of air time on Chan¬ 
nel B15, the Prince Georges 
County public access channel. 

GATE must share this chan¬ 
nel with the Prince Georgians 
On Camera, the county-wide 
programmer, but GATE can ov¬ 
erride PGOC programming with¬ 
in Greenbelt with their own pro¬ 
gramming. That is the goal of 
GATE — to maintain a perma¬ 
nent override with a block of 
Greenbelt community program¬ 
ming. 

Membership Needed 

The key is membership, ac-

FIRE SQUAD REQUESTS CITY HELP 
IN PURCHASE OF $181,000 PUMPER

Officials of the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad, Inc. have asked city officials to help fi¬ 
nance the purchase of a new pumper. At a council work 
session at the firehouse on Jan. 12, Greenbelt’? fire chief 
Mike Dutton and fire dept, president Gene Davis presented 
a replacement schedule for the company’s fire and rescue 
vehicles. 


At the top of the list was the 
department's 1969 pumper — the 
oldest of three pumpers — sche¬ 
duled for replacement this year 
at a cost of $181,000. Six other 
company vehicles are scheduled 
for replacement by fiscal year 
1992, according to the plan. The 
projected total cost for all re¬ 
placement vehicles, including the 
1969 pumper, exceeds the depart¬ 
ment's projected revenues 
through 1992 by $344,000. The 
department hopes to sell the 
Pierce mini-pumper — the only 
vehicle not scheduled for replace¬ 
ment.) 

The first half of the work ses¬ 
sion centered on the need for a 
new pumper, and the request for 
city financing. The direct re¬ 
quest for financial aid was re¬ 
ceived by Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, 
who said the city could not af¬ 
ford to finance the full cost of 
the new pumper, Weidenfeld 
said that any help from the city 
would be merely supplementary 
at best, and that the depart¬ 
ment would probably have to pool 
funds from various sources in or¬ 
der to buy the new pumper. 

One hoped-for source of fund¬ 
ing described by Davis is a state 
grant administered to volunteer 
fire companies mainly for cap¬ 
ital improvements. However, 
Davis said, these funds are lim¬ 
ited and whenever awarded only 
partially cover the cost of the 
proposed improvement. (Accord¬ 
ing to the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Volunteer Fire and Rescue 
Association, past awards applied 
toward the purchase of a new 
pumper have not been higher 
than $42,000.) According to Da¬ 
vis, the Greenbelt station has 
yet to be awarded funds through 
this grant, although the depart¬ 
ment has applied for them in 
three consecutive years since the 
fund was created in 1985.

Even if the department were 
to receive a grant, the bulk of 
the funding lor a new pumper 
would still probably have to 
come from elsewhere because of 
the department's own financial 
limitations as well as those of 
the city. Davis and Dutton ex¬ 
plained that it would be less than 
ideal to have the county provide 
the bulk of the funding because 
the county would then have title 
to the pumper, and could choose 
to reassign the pumper eise 
where at some lat2r time. 

During the second half of 
the meeting, the county s alloca¬ 
tion of resources to the Green¬ 
belt fire department was scrutin¬ 
ized. Aside from the funds rais¬ 
ed through its own efforts, the 
department is sustained by a 
county entitlement which includ¬ 
es operational and administra¬ 
tive support, and provis.oi for 
building and equipment mainten¬ 
ance. Operational support in¬ 
cludes an allowance for day-time 
personnel costs, utilities, and 
fuel needs, while administrative 
support includes recruitment 
training expenses, 

Davis, Dutton and other of¬ 
ficials of the department cited 
difficulty in getting the county 
to repair a leak in the fire house 
ceiling. They also questioned the 
equity of the county s entice¬ 
ment formula governing the vol¬ 
unteer companies. They claimed 
it leads to a uniform distribu¬ 
tion of resources tna to does not 
adequately reflect the variations 
that exist between service areas. 

Several members of council also 
expressed dismay with the en¬ 
titlement. Council directed me 
city manager to conduct an an¬ 
alysis of the entitlement to de¬ 
termine if it equals the tax dol¬ 
lars city residents are paying 
for fire and rescue service.

cording to the board. GATE 
needs people from the commun¬ 
ity to run the cameras, write 
the scripts, do the lighting and 
come up with ideas of what they 
would like to see presented on 
TV. “Our mission is to serve 
the community by giving service 
organizations a place to show 
what they do in their commun¬ 
ity,” said Zugby. 

Some examples of the possible 
programs that were shared by 
both members and people in the 
audience were community news 
programming, book reviews at 
the library, historical interests, 
concerts held in the parks and 
churches, interview and discus¬ 
sion shows, community forums 
and debates from leaders in the 
community. 

Wheatley and Zugby present¬ 
ed some ideas already under 
consideration — “Utopia Back- 
stage,” a taped tour to see how 
a stage show is produced, cov¬ 
erage of little league athletics 
and adult sporting events and 
“It's Your Nickel,” where per¬ 
sons can say anything about 
any subject for three minutes. 

In the last year progress has 
been slow. It’s like being on a 
roller coaster ride, according to 
Wheatley. It's tedious work to 
reach the top of the hill. “We 
are three quarters up the hill 
. . . once it gets rolling it’s go¬ 
ing to be a whole lot of fun.” 

Gil Weidenfeld, Mayor of 
Greenbelt, suggested a survey 
was needed to determine what 
the citizens would want from 
their community television. 

He went on to note the im¬ 
portance of this exposure to 
people and businesses around 
Greenbelt. The programming 


could be a means of showcasing 
Greenbelt and drawing new bus¬ 
inesses and employment into the 
city. This is a resource that 
could be used to persuade people 
who work in Greenbelt to relo¬ 
cate here and people who live 
here to work here, he pointed 
out, thus keeping their pay- 
checks in Greenbelt. 

Weidenfeld sees GATE as one 
means to involve the business 
community, including the big na¬ 
tional corporations, in the 
Greenbelt community. 

GATE could be used to show 
what opportunities are available 
and wihat professional skills are 
needed by doing shows about 
the various businesses around 
the city, said Wheatley. 

Inviting the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Center and NASA’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center to 
contribute programming on some 
of their current projects was 
suggested by board member 
Eunice Coxon and members of 
the audience, to draw in and 
connect these institutions with 
the people of Greenbelt. 

History 

When the Public Access Ad¬ 
vising Committee (PAAC) look¬ 
ed into the implementation of 
a public access channel or a 
channel for the citizens of 
Greenbelt, they had a choice to 
have either a city-managed 
channel or an independent, non¬ 
profit corporation. 

PAAC and GATE chose to 
create through bylaws of GATE’s 
corporate charter an independ¬ 
ent, nonprofit, incorporated or¬ 
ganization that was free from 
governmental censure and yet 
linked, because of funding, to 
the city. The city council of 
Greenbelt has one appointed 


seat on GATE’s board of direc¬ 
tors, currently held by council¬ 
man Tom White, 

Other board members not 
mentioned above include Larry 
Goldberg, Treasurer, and Julie 
Greer, who were not present at 
the meeting. 

Zugby said that the City of 
Greenbelt has been very sup¬ 
portive. He added cautiously 
that the city is waiting to see 
if GATE can come through with 
their goals. 

GATE funding came in a 
$10,000 grant from Prime Cable 
through the City of Greenbelt. 
They still have most of the or¬ 
iginal $10,0-00 except for what 
was spent on their first produc¬ 
tion, the taping of the Labor 
Day Parade. This has been 
shown three times on the pub¬ 
lic access channel, said Zugby. 

Bryan said that they are not 
seeking other sources of funding 
at this time but that they could 
possibly ask for a small part of 
the 5% franchise fee paid to the 
city by Prime Cable. 

Other methods they will look 
into to finance the program are 
fund raising projects and spon¬ 
sorships from private compan¬ 
ies, as the public radio and tel¬ 
evision stations have done. But 
until GATE can produce regul¬ 
ar programming consistently, 
there is little discussion of fu¬ 
ture funding. 

Still the key to GATE’s suc¬ 
cess is g'aining an active mem¬ 
bership to help the organiza¬ 
tions of Greenbelt and its citi¬ 
zens put their creative ideas in¬ 
to production and on the air, 

Zugby said there is a pool of 
talent and ideas in this highly 
organized community that can 
be tapped to fulfill Greenbelt 
Access Television Inc.’s mission 
to serve the service organiza¬ 
tions of Greenbelt.

discussion should be left to an 
executive session, chairperson 
Hogensen stated. “We’d much 
prefer the land not be develop¬ 
ed,” to which Colton replied he 
understood. 

GHI Matters 

Following suggestions by some 
board members that “recogni¬ 
tion” agreements with lenders be 
nullified if they do not make 
lofeis within a certain period of 
time, the staff prepared such a 
motion specifying a period of 
six months. The main purpose 
would be to eliminate old, less 

favorable_agreements ^and_ to 

clarify the existing situation. 
Lucille Jacoby of the Audit Com¬ 
mittee preferred a longer period, 
such as nine months, “to be fair^ 
to some lenders which the action 
might affect adversely, but the 
suggested motion passed. On an¬ 
other aspect of such agreements, 
Jacoby noted that in the case of 
one large lender, a particular 
clause enforcing notifications of 
loan sales was not included in 
the agreement; she felt, “All in¬ 
stitutions should be treated on 
the same basis.” Colton agreed 
and replied he would look into 
this, 

A three-page redraft of a 
Summary of Rules and Regula¬ 
tions aimed at informing new 
members was presented by staff 
to the board. MeCawley expres¬ 
sed approval, while Deitch pre¬ 
ferred it to be all on one page 
“so members could sign it” and 
thereby verify that they had 
read it. Audit committee mem¬ 
ber Jacoby suggested it be inclu¬ 
ded in the paperwork for any 
home being sold, on which Col¬ 
ton and Hogensen were in agree¬ 
ment. The board informally sanc¬ 
tioned the near-final version and 
the manager indicated he would 
see about shortening it still fur¬ 
ther if board members so desir¬ 
ed. 

Staff Report 

The staff also presented its 


1987 fourth quarter report on 
maintenance activities, which in¬ 
cludes figures on work order re¬ 
quests, repair programs, contract 
work and fee-for-service jobs. 
There were about 3000 work or¬ 
der requests received and dealt 
with, involving structures, me¬ 
chanical service or grounds. Pro¬ 
jected 1987 programs such as 
replacement of plumbing risers, 
electric mains and sewer clean 
outs were completed. Only a few 
items, such as gutter cleaning 
and reforestration were behind 
schedule because of bad weather. 

Colton remarked: “We did bet¬ 
ter this last quarter (and) were 
lucky this winter,” except for a 
w major water leaks along 
Southway, Board member Hut- 
-chins complimented the staff “I’m 
amazed you were able to ac¬ 
complish so much.” Only one 
question f^om Hess appeared to 
go unresolved, namely whether 
downspouts \vere being cleaned 
out or inspectecTYvhen the roof 
gutters were cleaned; Deitch ex¬ 
pressed some doubt on this and 
Colton agreed to try to find out 
what the situation was. 

New Member Survey 

A new member survey com¬ 
piled by the staff was also of 
interest, with only some high¬ 
lights being given here. The 
number of units sold per year 
has risen steadily, from 119 in 
1983 to 172 in 1987. Colton as¬ 
cribed this rise to the general 
decrease in interest rates, mak¬ 
ing it possible for first-time 
buyers to own a home. The per¬ 
centage of families or married 
couples has dropped appreciably 
over the same period, though the 
age distribution remains about 
the same. In the last year of 
1987, about half of the homes 
sold were bought by people un¬ 
der 30, with half of the new 
owners being single. Most of 
these were previously renters, A 
final statistic in the survey is 
that there has been an increase 
in the number of realtors engag¬

ed in selling GHI homes. 

One of the new members was 
incidentally present at the meet¬ 
ing to obtain clarification of the 
“optional maintenance” program.
